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INROADS to Help 
Minority Students

UNO signed an agreement with INROADS of Greater Omaha, the 
largest national career development organization for minority students, 
on March 29. 

The partnership between the two organizations was formed for the 
‘express purpose of retaining and recruiting talented students of color for 
both UNO and INROADS, with the opportunities for internships and 
scholarships from local corporations. 

The students selected for the INROADS program have demonstrated 
high scholastic achievement, proven leadership skills and dedication to 
the community. . 

“The university is interested in all students, particularly minority stu- 
dents who haven’t found UNO a warm place in the past,” said Derek 
Hodgson, vice chancellor for academic affairs. 

UNO Chancellor Nancy Belck; Mary Mudd, UNO vice chancellor for 
student affairs; Otis Jackson, executive vice president of INROADS; and 
Joyce Cooper, managing director of INROADS all participated in the 
signing of the agreement. 

“Specifically, we formed a partnership to take advantage of each 
other's strengths, to get minority students involved with private enter- 
prise,” Hodgson said. “The enrollment of minority students is certain to 
increase with the availability of internships through this partnership with 
INROADS." : 

According to the UNO/INROADS flier, possible components of the 


partnership include allocating space for INROADS jn order to be acces-....]..+ 


sible to the students as well as an INROADS link to the university's Web 
site. 

What UNO and INROADS agreed to in their contract was that 
INROADS will provide UNO-INROADS students with a core curriculum 
that includes management skills, effective communications, business 
sophistication, academic/technical competencies and community 
involvement. 

“There will be opportunities for workshops and career fairs conducted 
by companies to promote understanding of the business world,” 
Hodgson said. “Also participation in internships leads to understanding 
the business world, and internships frequently lead to full-time employ- 
ment.” ; 

Hodgson also commented in regards to who exactly is eligible for the 
program. 

“Strictly, minorities as defined by the government,” Hodgson said. 
INROADS targets African-American, Asian, Hispanic and Native 
American students in any phase of their college careers. 

“Companies tend to prefer people who are in the earlier phase of their 
academic careers, but no one is excluded,” Hodgson said. 

“On the national level, INROADS is a very successful, highly regard- 
ed, organization that has provided internships for thousands of minority 
students nationwide,” Hodgson said. “We think we can at least accom- 
modate a couple hundred.” 


COSGA Controversy Still 
Hot Topic with Senate

Several letters to the editor were sent in response to an article 
about a grievance petition filed against Business Administration 
Senator Ryan Grillo. Many of those letters were written in Grillo’s 
defense. 

Graduate Class Senator Christine Barnes filed a grievance petition 
in the Student Senate on March 20 alleging a misuse of student fees 
by Grillo at the recent Conference on Student Government 
Associations held at Texas A&M. 

A senate resolution stated that delegates to the COSGA confer- 
ence were obligated to attend ail conferences. !f they missed any 
sessions, were required to pay back the allocated money. 

Grillo failed to attend two of the meetings during the conference in 
order to take a conference call and meet with the Texas A&M director 
of Multicultural Affairs. 

With figures obtained from Executive Treasurer Mike Erwin, the 
Gateway calculated the amount of money in question to be around

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Construction started 
Monday on renovations to 
the 51-year-old Caniglia Field 
press box. 

A 1,854 square foot, three- 
story facility will replace the 
current 600-square-foot 
press box. 

The new press box will 
feature amenities such as a 
40-seat VIP area onto the first 
level, and elevator access 
and operable windows on all 
three levels. There will also 
be designated locations for 
television cameras, equip- 
ment storage, coaching 
staffs, radio and television 
announcers and game man- 
agement. 

Construction on the new 
press box, expected to be 
completed in late August, will 
cause some access restric- 
tions to the football field and 
surrounding area. 

The stairs from the side- 
walk between the Health, 
Physical Education and 
Recreation building and the 
fieldhouse will be closed. 
The only access to the field 
will be through the northwest 
gate. 

The tennis courts south of 
the football field will remain 
open, but the entrance will be 
moved. During construction, 
the courts can be accessed 
from the ‘south side of HPER. 

The $752,200 project is 
being funded through private 
donations.

Representatives from the 
College of Buisness Administration 
included Dean Stanley Hille, 
Associate Dean Louis Pol and 
Assistant 
Rauhauser. 

Chancellor Nancy Belck and 
Mary Mudd, vice chancellor of stu- 
dent affairs attended the breakfast 
as well. 

Nogg Rauhauser said the key 
message Union Pacific wanted 
UNO students to understand is that 
their company is a part of the 
Omaha community.

In addition, Union Pacific has a 
partnership with UNO and it wants 
students to look at Union Pacific as 
a career option, Nogg Rauhauser 
said. 

Union Pacific is a well-estab- 
lished company; with three divi- 
sions in the U.S., Mexico and 
Canada, the company has a total of 
65,000 employees. The operation 
in Omaha employs a total of 4,500 
employees. 

The partnership between the 
College of Business Administration 
and Union Pacific has been in exis- 
tence for many years. The college 
has a total of 250 graduates work- 
ing for the company. 

Nogg Rauhauser said, “what 
we’re actually seeing these days is 
education and industry working 
together. CBA Is working with area 
businesses in exchange for ideas, 
information and best practices.” 

“Education and Industry ‘really 
need to be partners if were sending 
students out into the job market, 
and we want to make sure in CBA, 
that students are giving the basics 


in order to make better decisions in 
the workplace,” Nogg Rauhauser 
said. 

Union Pacific honored Jack 
Armitage, UNO department chair of 
accounting, as a recipient of the 
1999 Union Pacific Endowment 
Professorship of Accounting. 

Several minority students were 
recognized as recipients of Union 
Pacific Scholarships: Joy Lohman, 
marketing; Omer Sagheer, pre- 
business; and Angelica Torres, pre- 
business. The scholarship 
recognizes high grade point aver- 
ages and outstanding leadership 
abilities. 

Recipients of scholarships from 
the Union Pacific Masters of 
Business Administration 
Scholarship Endowment Fund 
included Meg Davies, Emily Drozd, 
Beth Ellen Kirschbaum and Suchita 
Tamrakar. 

“We have more and more of 
these partnerships, and students 
should explore these scholarship 
possibilities within their college,” 
Nogg Rauhauser said. 
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Barnes’ petition expressed concern that Grillo had 
“misused his position” to “pursue his own agenda,” had 
“misrepresented himself, Student Government and the 
university,” and “does not feel he did anything wrong in 
this situation.” . 

One letter to the editor was written by former Student 
Presiden/Regent Jon Shradar. In his letter, Shradar 
accused Barnes of being a “compulsive grievance writer” 
who writes “more grievances than resolutions.” 

“Anyone who knows me knows that those questions 
Shradar brought up are ignorant and absurd, and | will 
not dignify his defaming remarks with a reply,” Barnes 
said. “However, ! will say that if any student has a ques- 
tion | am extending an open invitation to please talk to 
me. However, considering the source of the article, | do 
not feel the credibility of the author or that of right and 
wrong is that much of an issue.” 

Shradar said he did not know exactly how many griev- 
ances Barnes had written. 

“l can't give you an exact number, | just know it’s more 
than one,” Shradar said. 

Shradar additionally said he did not know what the 
grievances were about. 

Shradar also clarified his relationship with Grillo. 

“Ryan and | are pretty good friends and fraternity 
brothers. | would even venture to say we're best friends,” 
Shradar said. 

Another point Shradar’s letter brought up dealt with 
Student President/Regent Will Marunda missing part of 
the COSGA conference. 

“Barnes neglected to inform her constituents that 
President/Regent William Marunda arrived at the confer- 
ence a day later because he was attending a Board of 
Regents meeting. And did Marunda miss any sessions 
due to an Executive Council conference call?” Shradar 
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wrote, 

Marunda acknowledged that he did miss part of the 
conference due to a Board of Regents meeting, but that 
the only part he missed was the opening ceremonies, and 
he was only approximately three hours late, not an entire 
day. 

According to Vice Chancellor of Student Affairs Mary. 
Mudd, Marunda was sent to the conference out of the 
Office of Student Affairs. Marunda was not sent on stu- 
dent government funds and therefore the senate resolu- 
tion does not apply to him. Mudd also was aware that 
Marunda was goirg to miss part of the conference due to 
the Board of Regents meeting. 

‘That meeting takes precedence in his office,” Mudd 
said. 

Mudd did not know if any money was lost as a result 
of Marunda’s missing the opening ceremonies. 

Speaker of the Senate Scott Thomas said that he was 
the one responsible for setting up the conference call. 

“| set up the conference call so that Senator Grillo and 
President Marunda could hear what Dr. Mudd had to say 
when she presented,” Thomas said. 

Thomas also said that he was aware that Grillo was 
taking the call and not Marunda. 

Marunda said that he was unaware of the conference 
call. 

Treasurer Erwin stated that “there was never an 
arrangement made by Will that Will was going to be on 
the conference call.” 

The grievance petition has gone to the Senate 
Oversight Committee and is awaiting decision. 

“| have confidence in Student Government's involve- 
ment in the investigation. If discipline needs to be taken, 
Student Government will make the best decision possi- 
ble,” Marunda said. 

Grillo declined to comment on the situation.

Frankie Coleman was appointed hon- 
orary interim vice president of Student 
Government at Thursday's Student 
Senate meeting. 

The office of vice president was cre- 
ated In accordance with a referendum 
passed at the latest Student 
Government election, but constitutional 
changes creating the office still must be 
approved by the Board of Regents. 

‘It is something students voiced at 
the last election,” Student 
President/Regent Will Marunda said. 

The change to create the office of 
vice president went before the Board of 
Regents in January, but was not passed 
due to problems with the wording, 
Marunda said. Since then, other con- 
cerns have come before the regents. 

“Right now, it is still pending approval 
by the Board of Regents,” Marunda said. 

Marunda, who appointed Coleman to 
the position, said he expects the Board 
of Regent's approval within the next 
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month and a half. . 

Until then, Coleman's title will be 
honorary and her duties will be mostly 
behind the scenes. 

“She will be an aid in a sense, anda 
very important sense,” Marunda said. 

After the Board of Regents approves 
the constitutional changes, she will per- 
form the duties outlined in the referen- 
dum students approved. 

She was appointed Thursday 
because Student Government will lose 
two executive officers, Speaker of the 
Senate Scott Thomas and Executive 
Treasurer Mike Erwin, who will gradu- 
ate. ;

“| know this:sounds like a strange request,” | 
told Lieutenant John Roccaforte of the Douglas 
County Jail, “but | was wondering if you would 
put me in jail. Just for a day or a half-day — 
nothing too long.” 

Lieutenant Roccaforte denied my request. 
But he did offer to let me come in to take a tour 
and to follow around some officers to see what 
they do in a typical day. He explained that John 
Knicely of the Channel 6 News had done the 
same thing a few weeks ago and his story was 
going to air in May sometime. 

“| suppose that since we let John do it, that 
you can probably do it too,” he said. 

And by the end of the day, | was glad they 
didn’t take me up on my first request. 

When | first arrived at the jail, | met 
Lieutenant Roccaforte, or Rocky as the other 
staff members called him. He told me a little 
about the history of the jail, and then we started 
on our tour. He told me he would show me just 
about everything but the portion of third floor 
where all of the ‘really bad” people were kept. 

As we walked through the hallways, all of 
the male inmates stood up and walked to the 
windows to watch us. Rocky waved. 

“Boy, they’re sure happy to see me today!” 
he said. 

| noticed that some of the inmates were 
wearing white suits as opposed to the tradition- 
al orange. | asked Rocky why theirs were dif- 
ferent. 

‘They are trustees,” he said. “Most of them 
work an 8-hour day doing things like mopping 
the floors, working in the kitchen or doing laun- 
dry.” 

! leamed that for their work, the trustees get 
paid three to five dollars each day. 

“They can use their money to buy candy 
bars or underwear, or they can save it up to 
when they leave,” he said. 

Rocky dropped me off in the office of Barb 
Glaser, programs director, who explained the 
different voluntary programs they had for men 
and women in the jail. 

Bible studies, parenting, life skills, conflict 
resolution, cognitive thinking training, domestic 
violence, substance abuse and pathological 
gambling classes were just a few. 

“Don't ever let anyone tell you that gambling 
and crime aren't related,” she said. “We have 
seen a dramatic increase in forgery and rob- 
bery since the boats came in.” 

Rocky came back to get me, and next we 
went to the staff room where some of the offi- 
cers were taking breaks. 

! was introduced to Officer Elizabeth 
Johnson, who was an escort that day. (Officers 
rotate between escort, mod officer and bubble 
officer on the daily schedule.) Rocky told her 
that | would be following her around for a cou- 
ple of hours, and our first assignment was to go 
to one of the mods to relieve an officer for a 
break. 

While we sat in the mod, Officer Johnson 
gave me a rundown of what it’s really like being 
a woman and working in the jail. 

“I've been here a while, and the inmates still 
act like dogs in heat. Sometimes'l see some of 
the old ones outside on the street, and they're 
like ‘Hey, Johnson — what's going on?’ At first 
| can't figure out who they are, then | picture

them in an orange jumpsuit and then | have it all 
figured out.” 

The other officer came back to the room and 
handed Officer Johnson a bag that: said 
“razors.” . ; 

“Between 8 and 10 in the moming, we do 
razors,” she explained. She said that she did- 
n't even know why they hand out razors 
because they have to be concemed about the 
inmates committing suicide with them. 

“If we lose one razor, it's a really big deal,” 
she said. “I don't even know why we bother 
with them, because most of these guys barely 
bathe, much less shave.” 

Next, we were called to the hallway to watch 
over four female inmates as they waited in line 
to be strip-searched. The females were on their 
way back from the medical office downstairs. 

“People come in here and all of a sudden 
they are interested in taking their medications 
again,” she said. “We give out medications for 
acne. Who cares? You're in jail!" 

Officer Johnson started talking with one of 
the inmates, and explained tater that she was 
one who had been here before. She said that 
many of the inmates that they saw were repeat 
visitors, and she didn't think that the programs 
did much to help the inmates, unless they truly 
wanted to help themselves, 

After all of the females were taken back to 
the mods, we walked up to the top floor and 
went to the outdoor basketball court where the _ 
inmates had the opportunity to participate in 
outdoor recreation. As iong as they hadn't lost 
their privileges, they could come out there five 
times a week. 

The basketball court and outdoor area were 
surrounded by a chain-link fence. 

‘The inmates’ buddies will stand on the 
ground and throw drugs up through the fence. 
We go around first before we let anyone out 
here to make sure that there isn't anything out- 
side, but we can only do so much. All it would 
take would be to put a net over the fence to 
keep the drugs out. | don’t know what it takes 
to get something done around here,” she said. 

We went back inside, and Officer Johnson 
took me to a control room with glass windows 
where | was introduced to Officer Fisher. The 
control room overlooked two mods of male pris- 
oners. | tried to ignore them as they came up 
to the window and stared. 

“You could be the ugliest girl alive and they 
would come up to the window,” he said. “And 
they get mad when | catch them looking.” 

| tried not to react as | heard one of them 
singing, “you've got style, you've got grace, put 
those thighs around my face!” and another one 
say, “I know she’s gotta be a pom star!” 

Sergeant Fisher told me how creative and 
artistic the inmates can be. “They use their 
socks and their underwear for artwork,” he said. 
“They make drawings on envelopes and they 
melt down M & M's to use for color.” 

It was getting hard to ignore them after a 
while, and | was almost happy to see the lunch 
cart coming around. 
“You betier go get yourself some lunch to get 
the fuil experience,” Officer Fisher said. { think 
he just wanted me to leave the room so the 
guys would quit bothering him.

An interesting art exhibit 
is on display in the Weber 
Fine Arts Building Gallery 
now through May 5. The 
exhibit features many 
pieces in several different 
media created by five stu- 
dents. 

Kim Hager has 10-color 
photo narrative stills and six 
digital video clips showing. 
Hager’s pieces have vivid 
colors and a dreamy, surre- 
al quality to them, and her 
subjects include plastic 
dolls, miniature doll furni- 
ture and even Hager her- 
self. The video clips utilize 
an impressive array of spe- 
cial effects, 

. DeAnn Hanisch has a 
series of 49 ceramic tiles 
and a larger floor tile 
arrangement on _ display. 
The pieces are made of 
stoneware, acrylic stain and 


The 
smaller tiles in the “Journey 
Series” all have a three- 
dimensional spiral in the 
center, each one different.

Vagina Monologues,” a play by Eve Ensler, 
some drama students hope to change the 
stigmas about female genitalia. 

Director Michael Trifillis first became 
interested in the play when he read a story 
about it in the Gateway, ("V Doesn't Just 
Stand for Valentine,” Feb. 15, 2000.) 

“| did some research -- anything with 


vagina in the name has got to be humorous 
or serious,” Trifillis said “It turned out to be 
a very good script.” 

Trifillis said the play was about “educat- 
ing and dismembering old beliefs that con- 
cern the female genitalia.” 

The play combats the taboos of speak- 
ing about female sexuality. Trifillis said for 
many years people wouldn't even say the 
words vagina or pregnancy. 

“Most women can’t even talk to their 
closest friends about their periods,” he 
said. “It's socially unacceptable to talk 
about it.”

Great One” a superb comedian, he was.one heck of a 
musical conductor. Unable to read music at ail, 
Gleason nonetheless wrote classically beautiful songs 
(“Melancholy Serenade,” “The Moonlight,” “Glamour’)

This season, Craig 
is aiming for higher expectations. 

“My goal this year has been to get to 
40 feet by the end of the season,” Craig 
said. 

The 2000 season has been going 
well for Craig.
